Sirs: 

We  are  pleased  to  submit  to  you  the  First  Annual  Report  of  the  Pennsylvania  Public 
Television  Network  Commission. 

The  report  shows,  we  believe,  an  auspicious  beginning  of  actions  necessary  for  the 
growth  and  development  of  public  television  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  statewide 
network  was  started  and  individual  local  stations  were  strengthened. 

These  are,  however,  beginnings.  The  Commission  looks  forward  to  the  challenges 
involved  in  realizing  more  fully  the  potential  of  public  television  service  for  all  citi- 
zens of  Pennsylvania. 

One  challenge  of  immediate  importance  is  that  of  gaining  adequate  continuing  funds 
to  allow  orderly  growth.  The  current  fiscal  crisis,  which  we  share  with  many  other 
Commonwealth  activities,  has  unfortunately  blunted  much  of  the  initial  thrust  of  the 
Commission  operations  outlined  in  this  report. 

We  trust  that  early  legislative  action  will  provide  the  funding  which  is  required,  for 
the  Commission  and  for  other  necessary  Commonwealth  services,  to  allow  continued 
operation  and  growth  of  vital  public  functions. 

The  Commission  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  responsible  and  responsive  to  the 
needs  and  requirements  of  the  Commonwealth  and  its  citizens  for  a quality  public 
television  system. 

This  report  is  issued  pursuant  to  Act  329,  approved  the  20th  day  of  November,  A.  D. 
1968,  Section  2.

- Funding  some  xocal  programs  so  they  could  be  made  avaiiob-e  for  network 
distributicn  statewide, 

- Strengthening  station  community  rexatxons  through  inrormat.on  dissemination, 
advertising  and  other  reiated  actiVitxes 

Capital  equipment  was  preVided  to  each  station  xh  the  fcim  of  odor  video 
tape  recorders  and  film  chains,  thus  improving  broadcast  operatxons  and 
assuring  maximum  use  of  network  color  programming. 

The  Commission  has  recognized  that  continuing  financial  support  of  individual 
stations  IS  necessary  to  maintain  and  :,mprove  Fennsy  1 vania ' s pubixC  televisxon 
system.  Funds  administered  by  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Education  and 
those  granted  through  the  CommxcSiOn  beip  assure  continued  high  quality 
service  for  the  schools  and  public  throughout  the  Cemmonweaxth. 
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The  Commission  hopes  to  be  ab!.e  provxde  suffxCxent  cap^oax  eqUxpm=nc 
in  the  near  future  to  create  relative  production  equalit;^’  for  aj.i  statxons. 
Of  immediate  importanoe  is  the  necessity  of  prov_ding  cci^r  studio  caineias 
to  stations «

The  Pennsylvania  Public  Television  Network  Cominiss_on,  recognizing  that  an  .ntormed 
electorate  _s  essential  to  proper  functioning  ofr democratic  governments,  and  mat 
television  can  be  an  important  means  cf  citizenship  education,  encourages  the  proper 
use  of  Public  Television  fcr  th_s  purpose. 

In  furtherance  of  this  objective,  the  Commission  approves  use  of  netwoiK  ta.^i.ties 
for  distributing  programs  featuring  political  candidates  on  which  Penns _y  j. \;ani ans  are 
to  vote,  within  the  following  guidelines: 

1,  All  applicable  Federal  laws,  rules  and  regalat:Lons  covering  pcliticai 
candidates  are  to  be  observed, 

2,  Only  programs  featuring  candidates  appearing  on  the  ballot  statewide

c.  Covering  an  event  which  achieves  fairness  and  balance  because  -t  is 
created  and  ccntrclled  by  a 'neutral*  organization,

4=  Nothing  in  this  statement  commits  any  individual  station  within  the  Network 
to  broadcast  political  programs  distributed  by  the  Network,  nor  d^es  it 
commit  individual  stations  to  this  or  any  other  policy  relative  to  poxit^cal 
broadcasting  except  where  Network  facilities  are  used.

Last  year  the  Pennsylvania  Public  Television  Neiviork  Comm^ss.on  made  . ts  f^zsz 
operating  grants  to  the  individual  public  television  stations  in  tiie  Ccmmonweaitn - 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  v/e  now  examine  the  record  of  accompiishmen  .s 
resulting  from  these  grants.  To  do  this  most  effectively  we  have  translated  _ndividual 
station  comments  in  light  of  the  goals  originally  set  down  by  the  Commission 

Ic  Both  strong  local  stations  serving  the  needs  of  their  own  commun..  t . es  a.nd  a 
Network  with  statewxde  identity  are  necessary  xf  the  Ccmm.ss.cn  .5  tc  be  a

The  primary  importance  of  the  Network  to  WPSX-Tv  nas  been  as  a d^=, crioution 
mechanism  of  educational  and  public  televis-on  x-f , Of  most  .mpcrtance  are 
those  programs  produced  at  other  noncommercial  stations  Pennsylvania,  thereby 
giv..,ng  the  audiences  of  WPSX-TV  an  educational  and  cultural  awareness  of  the 
beauty,  the  magnitude  and  complexity  of  the  Commonwealth , 

Sp6ci.f  ically , in  August  of  1969,  WPSX-TV  provided  608  half-hour  program  units  of 
service  to  its  audiences.  Of  these,  322  were  delivered  by  the  Pennsy-vanxa  Pubic 
Television  Network,  For  a comparable  period  j.n  i968,  WPSX-TV  prov.ded  5C4  half- 
hour  program  units  of  service.  Of  these,  43  came  from  specxa*  network  sources. 

Statistically,  total  hours  of  broadcast  service  have  been  a.ncreased  by  20%  whi  le  stx.ll 
providing  more  time  at  the  local  level  to  develop  quality  service  The  importance  cf 
the  Network  to  WPSX-TV  audiences  is  great.  Without  the  Network  the  services  of  the 
station  would  be  seriously  disrupted.

The  initial  grant  enabled  us  at  WQED  to  provide  two  additional  techn^;_ans  for 
the  Pennsylvania  interconnection.

Allegheny  County,  It  enabled  us  to  increase  the  quality  of  THE  PLACE-  ±t 
enabled  us  to  give  extra  coverage  of  THE  THREE  RIVERS  ARTS  FE'STI VAL  , trie  CARNEGIE 
CONFERENCE  ON  SOCIAL  UNRE:ST,  and  many  other  spec.^al  events.

WVIA,  Channel  44,  Scranton 

The  meaning  of  last  year’s  PPTN  grants  in  a quantitative  way  permitted  us  to  begin 
regular  Saturday  broadcasts  and  thus  insure  everyday  service.  In  total,  W'VIA-TV 
expanded  a full  8 hours  each  prograanming  weeK,  Color  service  has  Peen  greatly 
increased  and  greatly  improved.  The  PPTN  grant  has  insured  us  the  ability  to 
present  many  more  programs  than  previously, 

Channel  44  broadcasts  more  programs,  for  mors  hours,  for  more  days.  With  more 
people  and  mere  color  due  entirely  to  PPTN  and  its  grants. 

The  grant  item  for  staff  travel  has  permitted  us  to  participate  by  learning  and, 
hopefully,  contributing  to  the  Network  decision  making  processes.  Without  it  we 
would  be  isolated  and  this  would  be  detrimental  ;tc  all  concerned.

PREFACE 


The  PPTN  Commission’s  second  year  was,  at  times,  perilous.  But  it  was  also  a year 
marked  by  progress  toward  the  goal  of  creating  and  operating  a quality  public  tele- 
vision system  for  all  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Lacking  appropriated  funds  for  over  eight  months  of  the  fiscal  year — due  to  Penn- 
sylvania’s statewide  fiscal  crisis — the  Commission  continued  to  function  and  to 
plan  for  the  future.  The  Governor  assured  continuation  of  basic  Commission  opera- 
tions and  the  General  Assembly  showed  its  intent  to  fund  the  Commission  once  rev- 
enue was  secured. 

One  positive  effect  of  the  crisis  was  the  spontaneous  creation  of  a statewide  citi- 
zen’s organization  to  promote  and  support  public  television. 

The  Commission  started  developing  the  network  system  almost  as  soon  as  its 
members  were  appointed,  in  late  1968.  Except  for  delays  caused  by  lack  of  funds 
the  process  has  been  continuous.  Indeed,  once  an  undertaking  of  this  complexity 
and  magnitude  is  started  it  cannot  be  stopped  and  started  at  will.  Now  that  devel- 
opment is  underway  the  Commission  and  the  Commonwealth  are  committed  for 
some  years  to  come. 

Late  in  this  second  year  another  milestone  was  reached.  The  first  Chairman  of  the 
Commission,  Mr.  George  L.  Stearns,  2nd,  of  Williamsport,  resigned  for  reasons  of 
health.  He  had  guided  the  Commission  through  the  first  critical  months  and  was 
able  to  leave  with  the  knowledge  that  the  network  system  is  well  on  its  way  to 
completion.  The  Governor  appointed  Mr.  Philip  I.  Berman  of  Allentown,  who  had 
been  serving  as  Vice-Chairman,  to  succeed  Mr.  Stearns. 

Other  changes  occurred  in  Commission  membership,  too.  General  Harry  LaBrum  of 
Philadelphia,  who  had  lent  his  great  talents  to  the  Governor’s  Committee  and  then 
to  the  PPTN  Commission,  passed  away  last  spring.  Dr.  Henry  F.  Paterson  of 
Hazleton,  also  a member  of  the  Committee  and  then  the  Commission,  resigned  in 
]the  fall  of  1970.  And  Dr.  Eric  Walker  resigned  from  the  Commission  July  first  as  he 
left  the  presidency  of  Pennsylvania  State  University. 

As  the  calendar  year  1970  closed  the  Commission  also  noted  the  many  contribu- 
tions of  the  Honorable  Joseph  J.  Kelley,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  who 
served  as  the  Governor’s  representative  to  the  Commission  since  its  beginning. 

And  thus  we  take  note  of  the  special  contributions  these  men  have  made  to  the 
continuing  contributions  of  time,  talent  and  energy  by  numerous  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth  on  the  Commission  and  working  with  the  individual  stations  across 
Pennsylvania.

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CHRONOLOGICAL  SUMMARY  (1969-1970) 


The  Commission  entered  the  second  fiscal  year  of  its  existence  without  an  appro- 
priation. Funds  encumbered  from  1968-69  were  available  to  maintain  the  network 
interconnection  for  six  or  seven  months  and  the  Governor  assured  staff  salaries 
and  minimal  office  support  for  the  duration. 

September  17,  1969... 

The  Commission  accepted  the  lowest  qualified  bid  for  the  permanent  intercon- 
nection system,  to  be  in  service  during  the  fall  of  1970. 

The  Commission  also: 

1)  Voted  full  support  of  two  station’s  applications  to  HEW  for  facilities  grants; 

2)  Delayed  action  on  a 1969-70  rebudget  because  the  appropriation  had  not  yet 
been  made; 

3)  Approved  submission  of  a budget  request  for  the  1970-71  fiscal  year  in  the 
amount  of  $2,650,542. 

October  22, 1969... 

The  Commission  heard  reports  that: 

1) The  permanent  interconnection  system  contract  with  New  York-Penn 
Microwave  Corp.  was  in  the  process  of  being  signed; 

2)  A site  for  the  permanent  Network  Operations  Center  was  being  searched 
out; 

3)  If  all  goes  according  to  schedule,  the  Network  will  commence  operations 
from  the  permanent  NOC  in  the  Harrisburg  area  by  September  1,  1970,  with 
the  first  sections  of  the  interconnection  system  in  operation  at  that  time  and 
the  complete  system  by  January  1 , 1 971 . 

4)  No  legislative  action  yet  on  the  1969-70  appropriation  for  the  Commission, 
so  no  budget  action  needed. 

The  Commission: 

1)  Urged  support  for  the  Commission’s  requested  1969-70  appropriation  of 
$1,721  million  in  order  to  maintain  the  interim  network  and  begin  activating 
the  permanent  system. 

2)  Approved  a Programming  Priorities,  Policy  and  Procedures  statement 
outlining  the  basic  thrust  of  network  programming  not  intended  for  direct 
instruction; 

3)  Approved  a Political  Candidates  Policy,  clearing  the  way  for  public  televi- 
sion in  Pennsylvania  to  participate  in  this  important  aspect  of  citizen  educa- 
tion on  a statewide  basis; 

4)  Authorized  extension  of  contracts  with  WHYY  Inc.,  for  continuing  the  interim 
network  system  beyond  November  30th. 
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|i)ecember  17, 1969... 

I The  Commission  heard  reports  that: 

1) The  network  operation  using  1968-69  funds  for  the  interconnection  system 
could  continue  through  the  end  of  December  or  January; 

2)  The  permanent  interconnection  contract  with  New  York-Penn  Microwave 
Corp.  was  being  held  up  and  couldn’t  be  completed  until  funds  were  appro- 
priated to  the  Commission: 

3)  Some  stations  were  beginning  to  cut  back  hours  of  operation  and  other 
items  due  to  the  shortage  of  funds. 

The  Commission; 

1)  Adopted  a resolution  to  the  General  Assembly  pointing  out  that  the  Commis- 
sion could  not  carry  on  its  responsibilities  unless  funds  were  appropriated;

2)  The  network  would  resume  operations  today,  after  being  closed  down  for  4^ 
days;

1)  Approved  a supplement  to  the  New  York-Penn  Microwave  contract  delaying 
completion  until  the  fall  of  1971 , a move  necessitated  by  delay  in  signing  the 
contract; 

2)  Accepted  equipment  bids  from  low  bidders  for  NOC  equipment; 

3)  Adopted  a budget  breakdown  for  the  pending  1970-71  stopgap  appropri- ' 
ation,  cut  to  the  level  necessary  to  maintain  basic  network  operations  only. 

4)  Discussed  the  formation  of  advisory  groups  to  the  Commission  and  other  ] 

means  of  widening  public  involvement  in  public  television.  J 

And  so  the  Commission  entered  its  third  fiscal  year  of  existence  with  fiscal 
problems — a situation  not  uncommon  to  agencies  in  the  Commonwealth  in  1970- 
71.  But  by  being  placed  in  the  general  fund  budget  there  was  at  least  assurance' 
that  the  basic,  limited,  network  operation  could  continue.  [ 


As  noted  elsewhere  in  this  report,  the  microwave  system  is  now  under  construction 
by  New  York-Penn  Microwave  Corp.  and  should  be  complete  by  the  fall  of  1971. 
The  NOC  building  lease  authorized  in  March  was  finally  completed  in  mid-Sep- 
tember and  construction  is  underway  with  a promised  move-in  date  of  March  first 
1971.  In  spite  of  the  problems  and  frustrations  faced  during  the  first  two  years,  the 
Commission  is  now  well  on  its  way  to  establishing  a permanent  public  television 
network  for  Pennsylvania — thus  accomplishing  one  of  its  major  legislative  man- 
dates. 
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“The  mechanics  for  providing  the  service  are  nearly  complete.  The 
challenge  rests  with  all  of  us,  professionals  and  laymen  alike,  to 
utilize  these  facilities  with  vision  and  imagination.  This  is  an  ap- 
propriate time  to  express  appreciation  for  the  leadership  that  has 
brought  new  opportunity  into  being.  Our  real  work  is  ahead.  Excit- 
ing days  are  ahead  if  we  make  them  so!’’

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PREFACE 


The  Pennsylvania  Public  Television  Network  Commission’s  third  year  was  filled  with 
progress  even  though  it  operated  under  a reduced  budget  during  the  Commonwealth’s 
financial  crisis. 


This  reduced  level  of  funding  permitted  survival  of  the  Network  but  limited  statewide 
production  of  programs  specifically  designed  for  Pennsylvania  and  caused  fiscal  strain  at 
some  of  the  public  TV  stations  serving  Pennsylvania. 


The  hardware  aspects  of  the  PPTN  development,  however,  showed  great  gains. 
Construction  and  renovation  of  the  Network  Operations  Center  site  was  completed  and 
occupied  on  February  1,  1971.  The  full-time,  two-way  Network  Interconnection  system 
was  close  to  completion  with  the  first  link  in  use  on  May  1,  1971  and  total  completion  in 
October,  1 971 . 


The  new  center  needed  additional  skilled  technicians  and  engineers  to  run  the  increased 
network  operations  and  the  staff  grew  from  eight  to  eighteen. 


Network  service  to  schools  and  citizens  at  home  will  greatly  increase  in  1971-72  due  to 
the  progress  made  in  the  past  fiscal  year.  The  first  full-time  statewide  instructional 
television  service  will  be  reaching  close  to  2 million  Pennsylvania  children  and  the 
improved  facilities  will  link  the  Commonwealth  together  on  a continuing  basis  and  make 
possible  the  sharing  of  resources  from  all  parts  of  Pennsylvania. 


The  Commission  itself  had  some  changes.  On  September  28,  1970,  Philip  I.  Berman,  of 
Allentown,  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  as  Chairman  of  the  PPTN  Commission 
replacing  George  L.  Stearns  II,  of  Williamsport,  who  resigned  for  reasons  of  health. 
Harold  M.  Friedman  of  Pittsburgh,  who  served  the  Commission  since  its  inception  as 
Chairman  of  both  the  Communications  Committee  and  Grants  Committee  and  later 
Treasurer,  passed  away  last  summer.  Dr.  John  W.  Oswald,  President  of  the  Penn  State 
University  was  appointed  to  PPTNC  to  fill  the  position  left  vacant  when  Dr.  Eric  A. 
Walker,  former  Penn  State  University  president,  resigned.  The  Honorable  H.H.  (jay) 
Haskell  of  Titusville  replaced  Mrs.  Lourene  W.  George  of  Carlisle.  Eugene  M.  Dougherty 
of  McAdoo,  Pa.  was  appointed  to  replace  J . Muir  Crosby  of  Wilkes-Barre  who  resigned. 


And  thus  the  PPTN  Commission  enters  its  fourth  year  of  operation.  It  has  increased  its 
services,  assumed  greater  responsibilities  and  holds  unlimited  potential.  The  citizens  of 
the  Commonwealth  can  only  benefit  from  the  continued  growth  of  this  valuable 
communication  system. 
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CHROIMOLOGICAL  SUMMARY  1970-71 


The  Commission  faced  the  prospect  of  severely  limited  funding  in  its  third  year  of  | 
operation  — a year  already  committed  to  continued  development  of  a full  time 
permanent  network  system  for  Pennsylvania.  Survival  of  an  interim  system  seemed 
assured,  but  long-range  health  of  the  total  system  was  in  some  doubt. 

September  29,  1970  . . . 

Construction  and  renovation  of  the  new  PPTN  headquarters  at  169  West  Chocolate 

Avenue  in  Hershey  began.  Governor  Raymond  P.  Shafer  led  groundbreaking  activities. 

October  26,  1 970  . . . 

The  Commission: 

Operating  on  stop-gap  funds  based  on  a $1.5  million  budget,  reaffirmed  that  to  do 
the  job  for  which  it  was  created,  the  Commission  needed  the  requested  $2.6 
million.  At  the  stop-gap  level  of  funding  only  the  continuation  and  the  survival  of 
the  Network  Interconnection  system  was  possible.  No  funds  would  be  available  for 
station  support  or  program  productions. 

The  Commission  heard  reports  that: 

1 ) Completion  of  the  first  link  of  the  permanent  Microwave  system  was 

scheduled  for  mid-June,  1971  with  total  completion  in  October.  Also,  the  new 
headquarters  would  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  March  1 . i 

2)  Leases  for  NOC  technical  equipment  had  been  completed  with  delivery  tc 
coincide  with  completion  of  the  NOC  building. 

3)  The  Commission  endorsed  2 applications  submitted  to  HEW  for  Federa 
Educational  Broadcasting  Facilities  funds  by  WPSX-TV,  Penn  State  anc 
WQEX-TV,  UHF  station  in  Pittsburgh. 

4)  A sub-committee  of  the  Network  Operations  Committee  was  appointed  tc 
explore  the  needs  and  possibilities  of  radio  networking  in  Pennsylvania. 

5)  Mrs.  Martin  Murray,  president  of  the  Pennsylvanians  for  Public  Television  hac 
written  letters  to  gubernatorial  candidates  stating  the  needs  of  the  network  if 
urging  their  support. 

6)  The  Department  of  Education  anticipated  adding  another  $100,000  to  thei 
station  grant  funds,  bringing  the  total  to  $74,000  plus  for  each  station. 

The  Commission: 

1)  Unanimously  approved  a 1971-72  budget  request  of  $3.2  million  ...  thi 
minimum  amount  necessary  for  Network  Operations. 

2)  Unanimously  elected  Dr.  John  O.  Hershey  to  the  position  of  Vice-Chairman. 

3)  Unanimously  elected  Harold  M.  Friedman  as  Treasurer. 
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December  2,  1 970  . . . 


The  Commission: 

1)  Passed  a resolution  stating  that  PPTNC  will  support  and  send  letters  to 
Congressmen  and  Senators  encouraging  full  funding  of  the  1971  Educational 
Broadcasting  Facilities  program  of  HEW  in  the  total  of  $1 1 million. 

2)  Voted  to  discontinue  the  “Harrisburg  Report,”  a state  news  analysis  and 
interview  series,  as  of  December  31,  until  further  funds  were  available.  Also, 
plans  for  special  coverage  of  state  government  events  were  temporarily  dropped. 

3)  Authorized  8 additional  personnel  positions  to  be  filled  when  needed  to  run  the 
new  Network  Operations  Center. 

Secretary  Joseph  j.  Kelley  and  Mrs.  Lourene  George  thanked  the  members  of  the 
Commission  for  the  courtesies  extended  to  them  over  the  years  since  they  would  no 
longer  attend  meetings  as  Commission  members. 


January,  1 971  . . . 

i 

I The  Commission  decided  that  several  special  events  had  to  be  covered  even  under  the 
financial  crisis  facing  PPTN.  Priority  programs  included;  The  Opening  Session  of  the 
' House,  The  Inauguration  (feed  supplied  by  WEI  E-TV)  and  special  coverage  of  the 
Governor’s  Tax  Message  to  the  General  Assembly. 


^February,  1 971  . . . 

The  PPTN  staff  moved  into  its  permanent  headquarters  at  169  West  Chocolate 
Avenue,  Hershey.  However,  NOC  was  still  operating  from  the  Studios  of  WHYY-TV, 
I.  Philadelphia. 


iMarch  3,  1971  . . . 

. The  Commission  heard  reports  that: 

1)  HEW  was  going  to  release  the  full  $11  million  for  the  1971  Educational 
Broadcasting  Facilities  Program,  thus  greatly  improving  chance  for  some 
Pennsylvania  station  projects  to  be  funded. 

2)  Fetters  from  viewers  had  been  received  expressing  regrets  at  the  discontinuation 
of  “Harrisburg  Report.” 

3)  Under  the  severe  funding  cutback  the  Network  was  still  distributing  locally 
produced  programs:  “TV  Garden  Club,”  “State  of  the  Weather.” 

4)  The  Microwave  system  was  moving  along  well  with  NOC  equipment  arriving 
daily  and  new  technical  personnel  were  being  interviewed. 
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The  Commission: 


Approved  the  purchase  of  insurance  for  the  leased  equipment  at  the  seven  stations 
and  the  Network  Operations  Center. 


May  1,  1971  ... 

PPTN  began  operations  out  of  permanent  headquarters.  Also,  the  first  link  of  the 
Microwave  system  connecting  WITF-TV,  Flershey  to  the  NOC  was  put  into  use.  Other 
stations  continued  Network  activities  on  leased  telephone  company  lines. 


I une  2, 1 971  ... 

The  Commission: 

1)  Unanimously  approved  a $3,003  million  revised  1971-72  budget,  contingent 
upon  final  appropriation  yet  to  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly  and 
authorized  stop-gap  expenditures  for  the  duration  at  this  level. 

2)  The  Commission  adopted  a “statement  of  purpose”  regarding  grants  to  the 
stations.  "Station  Support  Grants  are  necessary  and  desirable  in  order  to 
encourage  and  develop  the  growth  of  non-commercial  educational  television  in 
the  Commonwealth  by  aiding  in  the  improvement  of  station  broadcast 
operations,  programming  and  capital  facilities  and  equipment  pertinent  to  a 
statewide  Network.” 


There  was  reason  for  some  optimism  as  the  Commission  entered  its  fourth  year. 
Construction  of  the  full  time  permanent  network  system  neared  completion  and  the 
prospect  was  for  greatly  increased  network  service  starting  in  the  Fall  of  1971. 


Creation  of  new  programs  designed  specifically  for  Pennsylvania  remain  an  unobtainable 
goal  due  to  a lack  of  sufficient  funds.  And  some  television  stations  find  it  increasingly 
difficult  to  survive  in  a time  of  inflation  with  tight  money. 


But  one  major  Commission  goal,  creation  of  an  interconnected  network,  has  been 
accomplished.  The  technological  system  now  exists  to  greatly  improve  public  television’s 
instructional,  educational  and  cultural  service  to  the  Commonwealth. 

The  next  challenge  facing  the  Commission  is  to  find  the  ways  and  means  for  making 
maximum  use  of  this  potential  for  the  benefit  of  all  Pennsylvanians. 
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PROGRAMMIIMG  REPORT 


The  1970-71  fiscal  year  had  many  setbacks  in  programming,  but  the  network  looked 
forward  to  September  27,  1971  when  PPTN  was  to  launch  its  first  full  time  television 
service  through  the  facilities  of  the  newly  completed  Microwave  system. 


The  permanent  Microwave  Interconnection  system  allows  Pennsylvania’s  seven  public  TV 
stations  to  be  fed  programs  simultaneously  from  any  point  on  the  Network. 


The  new  Network  Operations  Center  (NOC)  is  capable  of  providing  2 simultaneous  feeds, 
national  and  regional  network  program  distribution,  repeat  and  delay  broadcast  facilities 
and  the  sharing  of  programs  on  a one-to-one  or  one-to-multiple  station  basis. 


PPTN  will  offer  over  three  times  as  many  programs  and  three  times  as  many  hours  of 
origination  in  1971-72  as  it  did  in  1970-71.  And  the  PPTN  Network  Operations  Center 
will  be  originating  five  times  as  many  feeds  and  hours  of  programming. 

On  average,  each  station  will  receive  45%  of  its  ITV  schedule  via  PPTN  and  85%  of  its 
evening  and  weekend  schedule  - 65%  of  all  programming  carried  by  each  station  will  be 
delivered  to  the  station  by  PPTN  at  the  time  they  broadcast  it. 


For  the  first  time  instructional  television  (ITV)  courses  will  be  distributed  statewide. 
PPTN  will  distribute  24  ITV  series  for  in-school  use  between  the  hours  of  8:30  a.m.  and 
4:00  p.m.  during  the  1971-72  school  year.  Thirty  weeks  of  on  air  broadcasts  will  be 
offered  with  each  program  in  every  series  being  repeated  at  least  once  and  in  some 
instances  six  times  during  a week. 


Many  exciting  program  ideas  had  been  developed  for  the  1970-71  fiscal  year  but  were 
dropped  because  there  were  no  funds  to  produce  them. 


Among  the  casualties  of  short  money  were  a weekly  Pennsylvania  news  program  with 
reports  originating  from  all  parts  of  the  Commonwealth,  coverage  of  various  legislative 
hearings  and  meetings  around  the  state  and  several  cultural  events  including  some  of 
Pennsylvania’s  well  known  festivals. 


A major  program  loss  was  the  “Harrisburg  Report’’  which  had  to  be  discontinued  on 
December  31,  1970  because  PPTN’s  program  funds  were  exhausted.  Also  affected  were 
funds  for  “State  of  the  Weather’’  and  “Farm,  Home  & Garden”  but  WPSX-TV/Penn 
State,  through  resources  of  their  own,  managed  to  continue  producing  the  programs  and 
offered  them  for  statewide  distribution.  WPSX-TV  has  continued  to  provide  “TV 
Quarterbacks”  with  Joe  Paterno  for  Network  distribution. 
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The  reduced  level  of  state  funding  in  1970-71  only  added  to  the  many  problems  at  some 
of  Pennsylvania’s  stations.  Local  stations  were  forced  to  discontinue  production  of 
programs  which  were  regularly  offered  on  PPTN.  “TV  Garden  Club”  and  “Black 
Perspective  on  the  News”  were  two  series  which  WHYY-TV/Philadelphia  had  to  cancel. 

There  will  continue  to  be  a limited  number  of  Pennsylvania  produced  programs  for 
1971-72  because  of  the  reduced  level  of  funding.  However,  some  stations  may  be  able  to 
raise  some  funds  for  specific  program  projects. 

Listed  on  the  following  pages  are  programs  PPTN  distributed  and  funded  during  the 
1970-71  fiscal  year.  Also  listed  are  programs  funded  by  grants  to  stations  and  then 
distributed  statewide  on  PPTN.

One-hour  color  special  of  Silven  Bracalente’s  Safari  into  the  Kalahari  Desert.  It 
not  only  shows  the  adventure  of  hunting,  but  also  shows  the  beauty  of  the 
country,  its  people  and  the  way  they  live. 

BIG  33  GAME  --  WITF,  Hershey 

WITF  obtained  exclusive  rights  from  the  Pennsylvania  BIG  33,  Inc.  to  videotape 
the  entire  game.  This  game  usually  has  a crowd  of  20,000  or  more,  joe  Paterno 
is  the  commentator  who  joins  Bob  Walsh,  announcer  and  producer  of  the  show 
to  give  a play-by-play  description  of  the  game. 
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4-H  DRESS  REVUE  - WPSX,  University  Park 

Twenty-five  girls  from  all  areas  of  the  state,  winners  of  five  regional 
competitions,  will  model  clothes  they  made  in  4-H  clothing  projects.  The  winner 
is  selected  by  the  girls  themselves.  They  judge  each  other  by  considering  how  the 
girl  presents  herself,  her  posture,  etc.  The  winner  of  the  state  competition  will  be 
sent,  all  expenses  paid,  to  the  National  Dress  Review  in  Chicago.

Center 
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The  switching  room  is  the  heart  of  the  Network  Operations  Center.  The  fully  automated 
switching  equipment  carries  out  the  distribution  of  over  300  programs  a week,  16  hours 
a day.  Distribution  is  designed  for  utmost  flexibility:  the  hub  and  spoke  microwave 
system  provides  a 2-way  link  to  all  7 affiliate  stations;  thus  allowing  a program  to  be  fed 
to,  or  received  from,  a member  station  with  full  independence  of  any  other 
programming.  Therefore,  a station  may  not  only  receive  a PPTN  program,  but  also  has  a 
selection  of  national  and  regional  network  programs  or  may  even  exchange  programs 
with  other  PPTN  stations  on  a one-to-one  basis. 


The  video  tape  room  provides  PPTN  with  numerous  advantages.  Equipped  with  5 video 
tape  recorders  (VTR),  it  gives  the  Network  such  flexibility,  that  it  can  distribute 
different  programs  to  different  PPTN  stations  simultaneously.  VTR  machines  record 
pictures  and  sound  on  magnetic  tape  and  then  play  it  back  for  immediate  distribution 
without  further  processing.  Video  tape  programs  are  available  from  a variety  of  sources. 
Programs  can  be  recorded  from  the  national  or  regional  networks  or  other  PPTN  stations 
or  obtained  from  various  tape  libraries  across  the  country.  Tapes  can  be  stored  in  the 
PPTN  library  and  used  for  delayed  broadcast  and  then  erased  and  reused.
